ple and even to those who have lived 
long in the State, 
that the lands are 


unfit forcultivation or they would be 
occupied. 
Of late Southern 
Califor- 


nia has taken the lead in cutting large 
ranches 
into small farms, and the Sac- 


ramento 
Record - Union urges 
other 


portions of the State to follow our ex- 
ample in this small farm 
movement. 


Among the movements 
iv Los Ange- 


les county to make 
flourishing farm- 


ing settlements 
out of sheep ranges, 


Artesia 
stands 
first 
and 
foremost. 


The first sale established 
the nucleus 


and the second 
sale, to continence 
to- 


day and continue 
three days or more, 


if necessary, 
will place every acre 
In 


the Artesia settlement in the hands of 
men who will either commence 
im- 


provements 
at once, or sell again to 


some one who will. 
The people can- 


not pay 
too much 
for this land, as 


every acre can 
be irrigated and thus 


good crops secured every year. 
Dur- 


ing the dry seasons 
the irrigated lands 


are the most valuable, 
as then good 


crops pay the best. 
Those who miss 


the Artesia sale 
this week will live 


long before they find 
another 
such 


chance 
to get so good lands on so easy 


terms.
